‘To the Honorable School Board of 
St. Louis—I have been notified by my

This is, 
therefore, to notify you, as the officiel 
head of the public schools of this city, 
that I will neither subjeet my children 
to the risk of contracting tetanus or 
any one of a half dozen other incurable 
diseases by submitting them’to vaccina- 
tion, nor will I withdraw them from the 
public schools. 


Calls It “Inexcusable Nedical Crime.” 
‘In this connection I desire to say 


to you that your arbitrary action in 
coercing the injection of poisonous prod- 
ucts of diseased animal tissue into the 
blood of innocent and defenseless chil- 
dren is an abhorrent practice, an inex- 
cusable medical crime, a violation of 
civil and natural rights, and a mockery 
of constitutional liberty. 

‘You have notice of sometimes fatal 
effects of vaccination. That cther deaths 
will result if you continue the practice 
is as certain as that the Grim Reaper 
some day will glean us all.’’

urday as a man whom he had known as 
G..M. Rodgers. who obtained $50 and a 
check fer $400, according to Buente, 
from him by means of forged bills of 
lading. It was on Buente’s application 
that Shaner said he would take action. 

Attorney A. V. Lashly, representing 
the Nation?! Tumber Manufacturers’ 
Credit Association, will go to. Jefferson 
City Saturday to ask Gov. Hadley to 
issue papers for the extradition of Ford 
from Illinois to Missouri. 

Sought in Other States, 

Lashly was informed, he said, that the 
authorities .of Shreveport, La., and of 
Houston, Tex., were on their way to 
East St. Louis in an effort to have 
the prisoner returned to their respect- 
ive states. Lashiy said that three 
stat'3 were in the race to obtain first 
custody of the alleged swindler. 

Ford said that he and his wife would 
resist extradition proceedings, and de- 
clared that he was innocent of the 
charges brought against him. Accord- 
ing to the police, Ford- employs the 
aliases of G. M. Rodgers, D. C. Gates, 
W.. L. Gates and W,. L. Henderson. 

He gave himself standing as a lum- 
berman, Lashly said, by- his ownership 
of a small and portable sawmill, which 
he operated sometimes under the name 
of the Texas Timber & Lumber Co., 
and sometimes of the Gates Timber & 
Lumber Co, 

Say He Returned $150. 

The Circuit Attorney’s office was in- 
formed that Ford, a week ago obtained 
a check for $200 from the Masters Lum- 
ber Co. of St. Louis, as payment for 
lumber which it is alleged has not been 
delivered. He bought $50 worth of house 
furnishings at a downtown store, it is 
said, and received $150 as change. The 
lumber concern, in the meantime, made 
an investigation and stopped the pay- 
ment of the check. When the manager 
of the store complained to Ford, he 
returned the $150. 

According to Lashly, Ford’s method 
of operation was as follows: He her- 
alded his coming to St. Louis by a 
shower of telegrams to his prospect- 
ive customers, announcing that he 
was on his way with a big shipment 
of lumber. 

On his arrival he displayed bills of 
lading which, it is alleged; were forged 
and signed with the names of fictitious 
railroad agents, and purported to be 
issued at railway stations at which, it 
proved on investigation, no agencies 
existed. It is customary, the attorney 
says, for lumbermen to advance from 
half to 80- per cent of the purchase 
price of a shipment of timber, upon 
the presentation of the bills of lading 
by the agent. 

‘Tells of Wife Burning Bills. 

After Mrs. Ford’s arrest, she was left 
alone a few minues by the detectives, 
as she said she wished to change her 
clothes. They rushed in in time to save 
from the fire a package of papers 
which she was attempting to. destroy. 
The police said that the papers were 
bills of lading printed on the stationery 
of the Santa Fe and Frisco railroads. 

The couple recently came to East St. 
Louis from Shreveport, La., according 
to the police. A telegram was received 
by Chief of Police Purdy, Wednesday, 
from the Shreveport authorities, ask- 
ing that they be arrested and saying 
the man would receive mail, the police 
say, under the names of Henderson, W. 
L. Gates and D. C. Gates, which he 
had ordered forwarded to East St. 
Louis. 

Detectives Purdy and Dumphy were 
assigned tO watch the general delivery 
window at the postoffice. Friday even- 
ing a woman called and received five 
letters, addressed to Gates. They fol- 
lowed her to 502 Missouri avenue and 
when she entered her room here, they 
arrested her.

Reber Also Favors Bill Bridging 
Chouteau Tracks, the City 
to Pay Damages. 


Mayor; Kreismann and President Max- 
ine Reber of the’ Board of: Publie Im- 
provements conferred with members of 
the City Council Saturday and urged 
them to vote for the passage of a Dill 
now pending in the Council prowding 
for the construction of a viaduct over 
the Missouri Pacific Raflroad tracks 
at Chouteau avenue. The bill provides 
that the expense of building the viaduct 
shall be paid by the railroad, and that 


the consequential damages shall be paid 
by the city. 

The damage to adjoining property re- 
sulting from the viaduct has been vari- 
ously estimated at from $20,000 to $250,000 
and more. The Board of: Public Im- 
provements prepared two bills providing 
for a viaduct at this crossing. In one 
it is provided that the damages must be 
paid by the railroads. In the other the 
expense must be paid by the city. 

Both bills were presented to the 
House of Delegates. That body re- 
cently passed the bill providing for, pay- 
ment of the damages by the city and 
gent it to the Council. The other Dill 
is yet held in the House. 

Kreismann Explaing Stand. 

In his inaugural address, Mayor 
Kreismagn said that the city shoyld 
compel the railroads to eliminate grade 
crossings within its limits wholly at the 
expense of the railroads. 

Mayor Kreismann told a _  Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Saturday that he now 
favors the passage of the pending bill 
by which the city would have to pay 
the consequential damages. 

“T am not only urging members of the 
Council to vote for its passage, but I 
hope it will be passed,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
reason for my stand is that I would 
rather have some accomplishment than 
the mere passage of ordinances the en- 
forcement of which would be fought 
by the railroads and kept in the courts 
for several years. 

‘“T am not denying the right of the 
city to abolish grade crossings at the 
expense of the railroads. But it would 
take a long time for the courts to 
render a final decision on the objections 
raised by the railroads, and in the mean- 
time more people would be killed at this 
crossing. 

Reber Takes Member to Site. 

Reber told a Post-Dispatch repor- 
ter that he would not say that he 
urged any member of the Council to 
pass the bill, but that he had ac- 
companied a member of that body 
on a visit of inspection of ‘the cross- 
ing in question. 

‘While not urging the passage of 
this bill, I developed facts to give 
him what I thought was a proper 
conception of the matter.” 

Reber said he would not agree with 
persons whose estimates of. the con- 
sequential damage ran into what he 
termed “fancy figures.” He said that 
in his opinion the damages would nor 
be more than $18,000 to be paid by 
the city. 

In a letter to the House of Delegates 
while the bill was pending thére, Julius 
Pitzman, a member of the Board of 
Freeholders and part owner of the Mer- 
chant’s and Manufacturers’ Rallroad 
Warehouse Co., which owns 211 feet on 
Chouteau avenue adjoining the proposed

Battleship Is Christened, Despite 
Absence of the Chief Execu- 
tive of State.

largest warship ever constructed in this 
country, was launched this afternoon 
from the yards of the New York Ship- 
building Company at Camden, N. J. Miss 
Mary Macon, daughter of Represénta- 
tive Robert B. Macon of Helena, Ark., 


was the sponsor. 

The unusual feature was the absence 
of an official delegation representing the 
State government of Arkansas. The 
failure of Gov. Donaghey or other of- 
ficial representatives to attend was due 
té6 a controversy between the Governor 
and the Navy Department over the date 
ef the Jaunching, the Governor wanting 
it postponed, so that the State could 
make adquate arrangements to send an 
official party. 

Arkansans Are on Hand. 

There was, however, quite a large dele- 
gation of Arkansans present. It in- 
cluded Representative and Mrs. Macon 
and other members of the Arkansas 
Congressional delegation, all of whom 
had been invited by the shipbuflding 
company. The Navy Department was 
officially represented. by Beekman Win- 
throp, agsistant secretary and a long 
list of rear admirals and other officers. 
There was:a large delegation of con- 
gressmen from other states. 

As usual the shipyard employes were 
given a holiday and nearly all of them 
were there to see the product of their 
labor slip into the waters of the Dela- 
ware. 

When the workmen had ceased ham- 
mering and sawing away the keel blocks 
and the great hull quivered and slowly 
began to move, Miss Macon crashed the 
bottle against the receding prow and 
exclaimed: 

“I christen thee Arkansas.” 

Following the launching the officials 
of the company entertained the guests 
at a luncheon, spread in one of the big 
buildings of the plant. 

The principal dimensions of the latest 
end largest addition to the navy are: 
Length over all, 562 feet; beam over ar- 
mer, 9% feet 2% inches; draft, 2 feet 6 
inches; displacement, 2,000 tons. The 
contract for the ship calls for a speed 
of 2% knots an hour. 

Greatest in Gun Pevwer. 

When complete the Arkansas will have 
the greatest gun power in broadside fire 
of any ship afloat. The main armament 
will consist of 12 12-inch guns, mounted 
in six neavy armor-protected turrets.

John Huber Takes Acid as Did 
His Wife’s First Husband 
and Her Three Sons. 


Mrs. Frieda Huber’g fourth husband, 
John A. Huber, 65 years old, swallowed 
carbolic acid at the+family home, 4225 
Pleasant street, fohowing the example 
of her first husband and her three sons, 
who died from the;same drug, self ad- 
ministered. Her second husband fell 
downstairs and broke his neck. She 
obtained a divorce from her third. 

Huber has been ill health and has 
not worked for ‘tien st week. Saturé 
day morning Mrs. Huber was in the sit- 
ting room, when he came to the door, 
acting strangely, with his hands to his 
mouth. She asked him what was the 
matter and he did not reply. Her next 
question was prompted by her experi- 
ences. “Have you taken poison?’ she 
asked. 
Huber did not answer, but kept his 
hands to his mouth. Mrs. Huber 
brought milk from the kitchen, 
forced it down her husband’s throat 
and called Dr. H. M. Pierce of Kos- 
suth and Grand avenues. He sent the 
man to the City Hospital. 

Had Sertes of Tragedies, 

Mrs. Huber’s tragic experiences with 
four husbands and three sons have all 
taken place within nine years. About 
nine years ago her first husband was 
found dead at Jefferson Barracks, with 
indications of carbolic acid poisoning. 
Then in turn her three sons, Edward; 
Albert and Frederick, all swallowed the 
same drug and died from the effects. 
Edward took the poison at the home 
on Pleasant street. Albert killed 
himself next door, at 4323 Pleasant 
street. Frederick killed himself in 
Holy Trinity Cemetery. 
Mrs. Huber’s second husband was Fred 
Bruning. There was.a party at the 
Brufing home on Pleasant street one 
night and Bruning. went to the attic for 
something. As he was descending he 
fell and broke his neck. 
The third husband's name was Lau- 
man. He was a Normandy dairyman. 
He married Mrs. Bruning three weeks 
after his wife was found dead in a field. 
They lived together only a few weeks. 
She obtained a divorce and married Hu- 
ber three years ago. 
Huber left a note, written in German, 
asking his wife to forgive him.

ing a meeting of the commission at the 
Federal Building. 

The commission recently took a trip 
Over the proposed waterway route and 
the meeting in Chicago is to compile a 
report to Congress on the findings. | 

Substance of the Report. 

The conclusions whicn the engineers 
reached, after an exhaustive inquiry, 
are said to be: 

That the waterways scheme 
needed and is: impracticable. 

That such a project is out of the 
question unless all states and bodies 
work in conjunction and simultaneously 
in appropriating money and drawing up 

plans. 

That the present canal is sufficient 
for all purposes and does not need im- 
| provement: 

That the proposed expenditure of 
$20,000,000 by Illinois would be illogica! 
and a Waste of money. 

Beforé the work of .compiling the re- 
port was undertaken yesterday, Ishani 
Randolph, representing Gov. Deneen, 
placed the new administration deep wa- 
terways bill before the commission and 
explained.its merits. The bill is pend- 
ing in the State Legislature. The com- 
mission heard one other person, Attor- 
ney Edward T. Cahill, before the con- 
sideration of the report was taken up. 

Asserts It Is Not Needed, 

According to information «ined after 
thes session, the Government commis 
sion has decided that, while the lake-to- 
the-gulf project physically is practica! 
it is impracticable at this time, because 
the improvements are not needed. They 
will cite the fact, it is said, that streams 
of Illinois used for navigation need lit- 
tle improvement. The Lockport-Utica 
stretch along the Illinois River, where 
Illinois proposes to expend $20,000,000, re- 
cently authorized, will be given special 
mention in the report, which, it is said 
will point out that the steamer Robert 
R., which carried the investigating com- 
misSi6n, navigated the .waters from 
Lo¢kport to Utica and thence to Si. 
Louis and down the river 100 miles with 
out trouble. 

The commission, it is intimated, has 
decided that the appropriation of Illinois, 
while generous, would be only a drop in 
the bucket in the expenditure which 
the project would entail. 

Points to Mississippi Cost: 

It was pointed out by one member 
that Illinois’ $20,000,000 would be expend- 
ed merely in deepening the Illinois 
River to 24 feet, or thereabouts, to its 
mouth, while the dredging of the Mis- 
sissippi River would cost five times that 
sum. 

Rumors that the commission was con- 
templating returning a report similar 
to that of four years ago, while not 
coming as a surprise to Gov. Deneen 
and those who have supported the ad- 
ministration plans, is a distinct disap- 
pointment to them. 

Isham Randolph, who has been one of 
these closest to the Stato executive in 
the waterways project, was not optimis- 
tic today. 

‘The old adage “While there is life 
there is hope,’ holds good in this case,’’ 
he said. 

He would not make further comment, 
except to say that he had been before 
the Commission only a few minutes and 
had been called merely to present the 
new administration bill to the investi- 
gating body.

Wall Street Believes Story. 

From Wall street seurces it is ascer- 
tained that while the denial undoubt- 
edly is literally true, an actual, if not 
a fermal, transfer of power will be 
made. A man who is familiar with the 
. affairs of the company said: 

“A change in the actual operation of 
the Missouri Pacifit is certain, and it 
will come soon. The road is in need 
of new financing for necessary impreve- 
ments and the Goulds must look te the 
Kuhn-Loeb interests for this aid. 
“fhe Kuhn-Loeb syhdicate is willing 
to finance the road, but é6nly on condi- 
tion that a more practical railroad man 
than Gould is at the head ef the com- 
pany.

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LAW AND POLICE EFFICIENCY. 

decisions on police power over life 
ate very clear, but @ communication te the Post- 
Dispatch shows that on the most important 
point they are not clearly understood even by| 
some who are not policemen. When a serious 
crime is being committed, it is the duty of a 
policeman or other officer of the law to “press 
forward,” as Missouri decisions express it. He 
is not to wait or to stand on the defensive. He 
is to take the aggressive, and to do it at the risk 
of the criminal. Then and always, he must prove 
his efficiency. 

It has been held almost if not quite uni- 
formly that this is also the duty of any citizen 
who is sure, as in the presence of a train robber 
at work, that a dangerous felony is being com- 
mitted. The law in such a case expects that the 
criminal will be instantly killed, if @here is no 
other way of stopping the crime without risking 
the lives of those who are not criminals. 

When this is fully understood and acted on, 
we may hear little of such crimes as train rob- 
beries. This, however, has nothing to do with 
the action of an inefficient policeman who shoots 
down a fugitive instead of taking him alive. Th. 
efficient policeman is expected to show his effi- 
ciency by “pressing forward” in pursuit and by 
demonstrating his ability to capture the fugitive 
alive. When a boy, escaping, under suspicion .of 
committing a petit larceny, is shot down for ig- 
noring a command to halt, he is the victim of 
& murderous assault. The policeman who did 
not overtake and capture him alive or without 
dangerous wounds was not fit for police duty. 
Law nowhere authorizes the capture of any one 
“dead or alive,” with the option of inflicting 
death as a penalty merely for seeking to escape. 
It expects the attempt to escape. It demands 
that fugitives, not actually committing crime, but 
seeking to escape its penalties, shall be taken 
alive for trial. This is polige duty. The police- 
man who is unfit for it, because he is not active 
enough to capture fugitives alive, should be re- 
tired as soon as his inefficiency is shown by his 
failures.

FOR BETTER ELECTION LAWS. 
The bill introduced by Representative Lloyd 
for bipartisan election commissions in St. Louis 
and Kansas City is in harmony with Gov. Had- 
ley’s suggestion for the elimination of partisan 
control of election machinery.

B. Lambert, the people of St. Louis were given 
one of the greatest educational treats in. the line 
of aerial navigation that was ever witnessed by 
man and, thanks to Providence, without any serf- 
| ous mishap, save the spraining of an ankle by 
Mr. Johnstone, now deceased. The sad record since 
made prompted the writing of this article, and to 
top the climax the news of the death of Moissant 
and of Arch Hoxsey, whose memory was so dear 
to us on account of his famous flight from Spring- 
field to St. Louis. In the face of all thi‘s, 
the question arises: Is the final end to be obtained 
through the endeavor of these daring men worth 
the price in human life that is being paid in the 
effort to perfect the science of flying? Many 
-will answer, look at the advantage of the aero- 
plane in time of war? 3 

Then there is the advantage of the aeroplane 
for commercial uses. This is a far more intricate 
problem, depending upon the weight a flying 
machine will be able to carry. The danger of 
accident must be reduced to a minimum. ‘When 
we compare the aeroplane to the bird and at- 
empt to shape its form after that of the little 
flying creature of the air we must remember that 
the bird is a living being endowed by nature 
with the sense of touch, capable of feeling the 
slightest variation of air pressure on its body, 
and is therefore able to correct his equilibrium au- 
tomatically. 

The other uses the aeroplane will be subjected 
to are scientific research of high altitude and for 
the amusement of the public, which latter is by 
far the cause of the greater part of the danger 
to the aviator who, in order to please his spec- 
tators, performg various dangerous tricks. 

Even though the death list is great, there will 
always be others to take the place of these un- 
fortunate aviators, and nothing will nor should 
stop the progress of aviation. But the strictest 
rules should be framed to prevent dangerous 
antics in the air.

Imputation That Hedges Is “Cheap” 


— — 


Magnate Not Borne Out by Record 
of His 1910 Purchases 





The announcement by President Rob- 
ert L. Hedges of the Browns that he 
had paid out $33,700 for baseball players 
for this season’s use certainly vindicates 
him from being called an economical 
magnate. That sum represents the 
amount the Browns’ owner has expend- 
éd in his efforts to upbuild the St. Louis 
Americans. | 

Some of the players reported for duty 
last fall, but most of them will receive 
their first trial under the eye of the 
new manager after the training camp 
is pitched in Hot Springs in March. 

For a long time Hedges has’ been 
called a “cheap’’ magnate by many of 
his critics. He was accused of refusing 
to unbuckle his wallet-for young or old 
baliplayers. But despite all this, 
Hedges has never murmured a word. 
Not until Friday. 

Young Players Cont Fortune, 

While there is no official record of 
the money expended by major league 
club owners fer players purchased out- 
right from major or minor league clubs, 
it seems that Hedges ranks almost at 
the top, if not at the top of extravagant 
club owners. 

When it is taken into consideration 
that Ed Koney, the Cardinals’ clever 
first baseman, is really the only high- 
class ballplayer who has been developed 
in St. Louis On either team in the last 
six or eight years, the $33,700 expended 
by Hedges looks the larger. 

Because of an American League rule, 
the clubs are not permitted to have 
more than 35 players on their reserve 
lists. As about twenty players are held 
over from last season, it means that 
Hedges has expended the $33,700 for 15 
players. As some came for the $500 and 
$750 draft prices, it makes a majority 
of the newcomers of considerably great- 
er value than $1000. 

Hedges an Unlucky Soul. 

Hedges doesn't consider himself un- 
lucky in developing ball players despite 
the fact that his managers haven't 
uncovered a real star in years. Al 
Schweitzer was the most promising 
player that came up for trial in many 

et dt but Al eénsiogm a oy ca mm 
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It is true that Hedges’? scouts have 
sent up players who gave as much 
promise of proving winners as any 
that ever entered the big league. But 
his managers have failed to properly de- 
velop them. At any rate, the stars hav 
failed to materialize. 

“You just have to develop your own 
players these days,’”’ said Hedges to the 
Post-Dispatch. ‘‘None of the other club 
owners will sell a tried-and-not-found- 
wanting performer. It is simply up to 
the club owners to purchase the raw 
material, place it properly and pluck it 
when the propér time comes. 

Costly Minors Often Fail. 

“Tt isn’t the costly player that proves 
the winner. There are dozens and doz- 
ens of young players who are purchased 
from the minor league clubs at big 
prices every year but they prove miser- 
able failures in the majors. Take Ty 
Cobb for instance. He didn’t cost the 
Detroit club the fortune that the fans 
generally believe he did. 

“Tris Speaker of the Boston Red Sox 
was offered to us at a very small 
figure. The man -who wanted Jim Mc- 
Aleer to give him a trial said he would 
give Jim a i160-acre farm if Speaker 
failed. But McAleer didn't want him, 
and he proved a star for the Boston 
club. Russell Ford was probably the 
most sensational young player in the 
American League last season, but he 
didn’t cost the Yankees very much. 

“In a way, a cliib owner has to be 
lucky. Rather, if he lands a player or 
two each seasongjwho is of sufficient 
class to remain ifthe big league the 
club owner is ‘lu I have bought a 
lot of promising ge players for this 
season and it only. . remains to be seen 
whether they make “good. 

“TT am not ontky jiooking out for the 
1911 Browns, but fer the team in future 
years. The Browns are not going to 
win a pennant this season. And they 
may finish far from the top. But I am 
sure that the winner is on the way, and 
once the club does get up in the fight 
it will remain .there for several sea- 
sons.’”’ .

Indoor Golf Enables New York Stars 
to Keep in Form During the Winter 




































































NEW YORK, Jan. 14. 
EITHER snow nor wintry blasts 
N can keep golf devotees from their 
favorite ‘game any more, And 
all because of the introduction of an 
indoor game of golf which will keep 
the players in shape for days on the 
links. The indoor game is staged in a 
building at Broadway and Seventy- 
ninth street and is being conducted by 
Thomas Wells, the professional at Van 
Cortlandt Park. 
So now there is a golf course, in fact 
ten of them, in the heart of the city. 


is represented by a sack-like arrange- 
ment, with pockets designating the dif- 
ferent clubs used and the number of 
yards a shot nets. 

The golfer uses the same clubs he 
would on the regular links, starting 
with the driver for the 200-yard pocket 
and using the cleek, midiron, etc., as 
the estimated distance requires.

The greens are laid out before the 
large canvas sack which. contains the 
various pockets.

The 
number of yards of any of the courses 
in the country can be played on the 
indoor courses by@playing for the pock- 
ets a sufficient number of times to make 
the required distance.

Imputation That Hedges Is “Cheap” 


— — 


Magnate Not Borne Out by Record 
of His 1910 Purchases, 





The announcement by President Rob- 
ert L. Hedges of the Browns that he 
had paid out $33,700 for baseball players 
for this season’s use certainly vindicates 
him from being called an economical 
magnate. That sum represents the 
amount the Browns’ owner has expend- 
éd in his efforts to upbuild the St. Louis 
Americans. | 

Some of the players reported for duty 
last fall, but most of them will receive 
their first trial under the eye of the 
new manager after the training camp 
is pitched in Hot Springs in March. 

For a long time Hedges has’ been 
called a “‘cheap’’ magnate by many of 
his critics. He was accused of refusing 
to unbuckle his wallet- for young or old 
ballplayers. But despite all _ this, 
Wedges has never murmured a word. 
Not until) Friday. | 

Young Players Cost Fortune. 

While there is no official record of 
the money expended by major league 
club owners for players purchased out- 
right from major or minor league clubs, 
it seems that Hedges ranks almost at 
the top, if mot at the top of extravagant 
club owners. 

When it is taken into consideration 
that Ed Koney, the Cardinals’ clever 
first baseman, is really the only high- 
class ballplayer who has been developed 
in St. Louis On either team in the last 
six or eight years, the $33,700 expended 
by Hedges looks the larger. 

Because of an American League rule, 
the clubs are not permitted to have 
more than 35 players on their reserve 
lists. As about twenty players are held 
over from last season, it means that 
Hedges has expended the $33,700 for 15 
players. As some came for the $500 and 
$750 draft prices, it makes a majority 
of the newcomers of considerably great- 
er value than $1000. 

Hedges an Unlucky Soul. 

Hedges doesn't consider himself un- 
lucky in developing ball players despite 
the fact that his managers haven't 

wuneovered a real star in years. Al 
Schweitzer was the most promising 
_ player that came up for trial in many 
~ set cicine nate end but Al proved a Seeeneeaent, 


It is true that Hedges’ scouts have 
aed up players who gave as much 
promise of proving winners as any 
that ever entered the big league. But 
his managers have failed to properly de- 
velop them. At any rate,;-the stars have 
failed to materialize. 

“You just have to develop your own 
players these days,’”’ said Hedges to the 
Post-Dispatch. ‘‘None of the other club 
owners will sell a tried-and-not-found- 
wanting performer. It is simply up to 
the club owners to purchase the raw 
material, place it properly and pluck it 
when the propér time comes. 

Costly Minors Often Fail. 

“Tt isn’t the costly player that proves 
the winner. There are dozens and doz- 
ens of young players who are purchased 
from the minor league clubs at big 
prices every year but they prove miser- 
able failures in the majors. Take Ty 
Cobb for instance. He didn’t cost the 
Detroit club the fortune that the fans 
generally believe he did. 

“Tris Speaker of the Boston Red Sox 
was offered to us at a very small 
figure. The man who wanted Jim Mc- 
Aleer to give him a trial said he would 
give Jim a 160-acre farm if Speaker 
failed. But McAleer didn't want him, 
and he proved a star for the Boston 
club. Russell Ford was probably the 
most sensational young player in the 
American League last season, but he 
didn’t cost the Yankees very much. 

“In a way, a clib owner has to be 
lucky. Rather, if he lands a player or 
two each seasOnawhHo is of sufficient 
class to remain iff’the big league the 
club owner is ‘lu I have bought a 
lot of promising 4 g players for this 
season and it only, .remains to be seen 
whether they make good. 

‘“T am not onky jooking out for the 
1911 Browns,: but for the team in future 
years.

The 
number of yards of any of the courses 
in the country can be played on the 
indoor courses by playing for the pock- 
ets a sufficient number of times to make 
the required distance.

WHEAT PRICES 


Traders Close Contracts Over 
Sunday and Market Declines 
Slightly. 


Week-end realizing gave the wheat 
market a reactionary tone Saturday, de- 
spite the fact that dry weather reports 
continue to sift in from the Southwest. 
The weather map showed good precip!- 
tation in Illinois and the central area 
of the winter wheat belt, but in Kan- 


sas and other important states there is 
still a@ severe scarcity of moisture. . 

Chicago markets were quiet and pro- 
fessional, and manipulation for the rise 
conspicuously absent. There is little 
change in the pit situation at that cen- 
ter, however, and some big shorts are 
on the anxious seat, with large losses. 

Liverpool prices drifted off fraction- 
ally on light offers. Buenos Ayres mar- 
kets were firm and a better demand for 
spot wheat was reported there.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Unofficially 
it is learned that the Department of 
Justice does not consider that the courts 
of the United States have jurisdiction 
over the foreign steamship companies, 
which are named in the Government’s 
trust suit recently filed in New York. 

There was a conference at the de- 
partment which had for its object the 
framing of a law to create jurisdiction 
for the case and it is practically set- 
tled that the bill introduced in the 
House early in the week by Represen- 
tative W. E. Humphrey of Washington, 
will be used as the basis. 

This bill provided that the accused 
steamship companies should be barred 
from American ports on penalty of fines 
and confiscation of their ships if they 
did not resist from the so-called “‘At- 
jantic Conference” which the Govern- 
ment complains of as an illegal agree- 
ment in restraint of the immigration 
traffic. 

Representatives J. W. Alexander of 
Missourl, John P. Swazey of Maine and 
Mr. Humphrey, members of the Mer- 
chant Marine Committee of the House, 
had a long conference with W. 8. Ken- 
yon, assistant to the Attorney-General, 
in charge of the trust prosecutions. 

It was agreed that the Humphrey Dill 
with some additions and changes would 
be satisfactory to the Department of 
Justice and command its support if At- 
torney-General Wickersham approved. 
He will decide at an early date, prob- 
ably next week.

OT an at JIGH THE WALL” is not

lain to bay. He uses the best that Sher- 
lock Holmes ever knew, applies Lecoq to 
the limit, puts his men through the third 
degree as practiced about all the world 
over, and, as the scene is in Paris, the 
French method of reconstitution of crime 
is made to do its grewsome part, while 
he resorts to the new scientific third de- 
gree of word test,*measurement of emo- 


Moore that it is “one of the most re- 
markable novels France has ever pub- 
lished ?’’ 

American judgment must perferce be 
suspended for the reason that only the 
first of the four volumes has been .is- 
sued from the press. 

To the French literary mind the world 
of emotional impulse is an oyster to be 
opened. As an opener this author, Ro- 
main Rolland, is an expert. 

If youth has its fling why not tell 
about it? Honit soit, likewise other mot- 
toes. So here we have no one-sided ex- 
position of the hero. He has his youth- 
ful loves, his escapades, his assigna- 
tions, {f you will, and space is in nowise 
spared in recounting them. 

Jean-Christophe has a heritage of mu- 
sical genius and intemperance. He lives 
up to both. Though of French extrac- 
tion, he is reared and educated in Ger- 
many. The book is divided into four 
parts—the first volume, that is—Dawn, 
Morning, Youth and Revolt. 

There are 600 pages of it and it scarce- 
ly takes the reader through the hero's 
period of callow youth. These French 
writers have a way of doing things 
thoroughly, {f at times digressively. 
Therefore, lest one should miss the 
slightest development in the character 


of Jean-Christophe—and this is a one-| 


character book—the author forces one to 
start with him at that early period when 
Jean-Christophe is—what shall one say? 
—well, about 20 minutes old. One al- 
most can see the little soft spot palpitat- 
ing at the apex of his infant skull. 
Vive la—or le—realism. 

In a painstaking and analytical way 
the author. who is a lecturer at the Sor- 
bonne, sounds all the depths and shal- 
lows of the baby mind. As the child be- 
comes older his mind is similarly un- 
folded and all of his thoughts are laid 
bare, including many thoughts which 
most normal children do not think— 
rlainly indicating that the hero is a 
genius. 

Through the medium of his hero Mon- 
sieur Rolland finds occasion to tell con- 
cisely in 800 or 400 pages just what is 
the matter with Germany. He finds its 
art untrue and off-key, its philosophy 
stilted and unsatisfying, its life barren 
and its social fabric as inconsistent as 
hand-cheese in summer. 

Jean-Christophe at last throws off 
the shackles, defies the military author- 
ity of Germany and goes to that dear 
France. The publishers tell us that if 
this first volume is a success the other 
three will be brought out in America. 
Those who like long novels and French 
ones will clamor for the remainder of 
this monumental work. (Henry Holt &

TO BREAK OCEAN 
STEAMSHP TRST 


Department of Justice Decides 
American Courts Lack Juris- 
diction in Case. 











WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Unofficially 
it is learned that the Department of 
Justice does not consider that the courts 
of the United States have jurisdiction 
over the foreign steamship companies, 
which are named in the Government's 
trust suit recently filed in New York. 

There was a conference at the de- 
partment which had for its object the 
framing of a law to create jurisdiction 
for the case and it is practically set- 
tled that the bill introduced in the 
House early in the week by Represen- 
tative W. E. Humphrey of Washington, 
will be used as the basis. 

This bill provided that the accused 
steamship companies should be barred 
from American ports on penalty of fines 
and confiscation of their ships if they 
did not resist from the so-called ‘‘At- 
jantic Conference” which the Govern- 
ment complains of as an illegal agree- 
ment in restraint of the immigration 
traffic.

American judgment must perferce be 
suspended for the reason that only the 
first of the four volumes has been .is- 
sued from the press. 

To the French literary mind the world 
of emotional impulse is an oyster to be 
opened. As an opener this author, Ro- 
main Rolland, is an expert. 

If youth has its fling why not tell 
about it? Hont soit, likewise other mot- 
toes. So here we have no one-sided ex- 
position of the hero. He has his youth- 
ful loves, his escapades, his assigna- 
tions, if you will, and space is in nowise 
spared in recounting them. 

Jean-Christophe has a heritage of mu- 
sical genius and intemperance. He lives 
up to both. Though of French extrac- 
tion, he is reared and educated in Ger- 
many. The book is divided into four 
parts—the first volume, that is—Dawn, 
Morning, Youth and Revolt. 

There are 600 pages of it and it scarce- 
ly takes the reader through the hero’s 
period of callow youth. These French 
writers have a way of doing things 
thoroughly, {f at times digressively. 
Therefore, lest one should miss the 
slightest development in the character 


character book—the author forces one to 
start with him at that early period when 
Jean-Christophe is—what shall one say? 
—well, about 20 minutes old. One al- 
most can see the little soft spot palpitat- 
ing at the apex of his infant skull 
Vive la—or le—realism. 

In a painstaking and analytical way 
the author, who is a lecturer at the Sor- 
bonne, sounds all the depths and shal- 
lows of the baby mind. As the child be- 
comes older his mind is similarly un- 
folded and all of his thoughts are laid 
bare, including many thoughts which 
most normal children do not think— 
rlainly indicating that the hero is a 
genius. 

Through the medium of his hero Mon- 
sieur Rolland finds occasion to tell con- 
cisely in 800 or 400 pages just what is 
the matter with Germany. He finds its 
art untrue and off-key, its philosophy 
stilted and unsatisfying, its life barren 
and its social fabric as inconsistent as 
hand-cheese in summer. 

Jean-Christophe at last throws off 
the shackles, defies the military author- 
ity of Germany and goes to that dear 
France. The publishers tell us that if 
this first volume is a success the other 
three will be brought out in America. 
Those who like long novels and French 
ones will clamor for the remainder of 
this monumental work. (Henry Holt & 
Co.)

N his latest volume, “The Land of 
Living Men,” Ralph Waldo Trine 
departs somewhat from thé phil- 
osophy of hig “In Tune With the In- 
finite.” His latest book does not tell 
of spiritual harmonies only, but of 
every-day harmonies. That a country 
may become a “land of living men,” 
Trine indicates in this volume, it 
must have a sound political and eco- 
nomic fabric. This, the author clear-. 
ty shows, can only be gotten through 
and by the people all the people, not 
merely those who own things. In fact, 
the author contends that ownership of 
things by men often, if not always, re- 
sults in ownership of men by things. He 
reiterates again and again that wealth 
is not of the pocket, but of the heart 
and the brain. 

In the.first chapter the author 
takes a glimpse at the many miseries 
which hold the American people in 
their grip. He goes back to the cause 
and suggests that the people can 
remedy these. He favors municipal 
and government ownership of public 
utilities which are monopolistic in 
their nature. He quotes examples 
from abroad to show that it is being 
done effectively and successfully. To 
re-establish representatiye govern- 
ment, which, according to Mr, Trine, 
does not really exist in this country 
at present he favors direct legisla- 
tion, initiative and recall. 

In conclusion the author says: “It 
certainly should be the aim of each 
to throw no hindrance in the path of 
any fellow being * * * but rather 
to lend a hand whenever we can. 
* * *© A hope that, never wearies, 4 
faith that defies defeat, an attitude 
of mind that compells gladness, will 
help us to stand like men until we 
realize this glad culmination. And 
if one would find the easier way, it 
lies in the ever conscious realization, 

—‘Thou wilt keep him in pertect 
peace whose mind is stayed on thee.’
